H E advent of fresh green asp ara­ 
gus m akes possible the prepara­ 
tion of m any tem pting additions 
to the menu.

GOOD WHEN SOIL IS DAMP. 


WEARING 
A CROWN 


By JOHN Y. LARNED 


lf Attention to Road* I* Put Off Until 
the L a tte r Part of Summer th * Sur- 


fac* Becomes Dry and the Toil Ex* i 
pended I* Unsatisfactory. 


It is a grout mistake to put off work 
lug roads until August or Septenilier, ^ 
according to road c o u r ts of the Unit I 
cd States department of agriculture. 
The mads should he worked when the 
soil Is damp so as to make the soil 
hake when it dries out. 
If the ro a d s 
are wo: Wed when they are dry it takes 
more pi wen to draw the machine, and 
besides, dry earth aud dust retain 
moisture and quickly rut lifter rains 
The use of clods. so.Is. weeds or vege 
table matter in building earth roads 
should l>e avoided because they also 
retain moisture. 
fly using tin* road machine in the 
spring while the soil U soft aud damp 
the surface is more easily shaped and 
soon packs down into a dry. hard crust. 
which is less liable to become dusty in 
summer and muddy in winter. 
Repairs to roads should he made 
when needed aud not on- e a year aft 
cr crops are laid by. 
Because of Its 
simplicity, etticiency and cheapness, 
the split log drag or some similar de- 
tire is destined to come into more and 
more general use 
With the drag prop­ 
erly built aud its use well understood, 
the maintenance of earth aud gravel 
roads b e c o m e s a simple aud inexpi naive 
matter, ( ’are should be taken to make 
the log so light that one mali can lift 
it with ease. as a light drag eau be 
drawn by two medium sized horses and 
responds more readily to various meth 
od* of hitching and the shifting posi­ 
tion of the o|*erntor than a heavier 
one. The best material for the drag is

If tile road is colonised of hue 
I clay or Moil it will sometimes pay to 
re*mrfa< e It w ith top soil from un ad- 
1 Juceut field w iii* Ii bas sand or grovel 
! wiled w itll it. 
Storm water should be disposed of 
qui* kly l*cfore it lias had time to (»ene- 
trate deeply into the surface of the 
road. 
Tills eau Pc done by giving the 
road a crown or sloj»* from the center 
to tile sides. 
For an earth road which 
is tweut) four feet wide the center 
should Is* not less than six inches nor 
more than twelve inches higher than 
tie* outer edges of the shoulder. 
The 
narrow road which is high in the mid 
die will become rutted almost as quick­ 
ly us one wld Ii Is flat. for the reason 
that on a narrow* road all the traffic is 
forced to u,«e only a narrow strip. 
The width of the earth road will de­ 
fend on the traffic 
As u rule, twenty* 
five or thirty feet from ditch to ditch 
Is sum* lent if the road Is properly 
crow losl 
Ordinarily the only ditches 
needed ar** those made with the road 
mat blue, u hi' Ii are wide and shallow*. 
I*eep narrow* ditches wash rapidly, es* 
f*e< (ally on steep slo p e *. 
The earth 
road should no* la* loosened, dog up or 
plow'cd up any more than Is necessary. 
It uhouid be gradually raised, not low­ 
ered; hardened, not »ofteued.
